This page of Graham men is given in hopes someone can provide proof of thier relationship. 


Family records states there were at least three Graham brothers, William, Laird and Joseph who came to 
the Mississippi Territory. One born in PA., and the other two born in GA. The parents of the brothers 
are not known. At some time the unknown parents moved to Georgia where Laird and Joseph were born. 


Their older brother William was born in PA. 


The brothers did not travel from Georgia to the Territory together according to the Georgia Passports 
issued by the Governor of Georgia. 


James Graham may be a brother since William and James traveled westward together in 1811. James 
was from Richmond Co. NC., while William was from the adjacent County of Cumberland. This may 
indicate the family moved back to North Carolina after the two younger brothers were born in GA. 


James Graham had three passports to travel through Creek Indian Nation. The first was in 1808. Copies 
from letters of Benjamin Hawkins Agent for Indian Affairs South of Ohio in Volume IX Georgia 
Historical Society, pages 355-258 state that James Graham, to trade in the Creeks for cattle and hogs. 
Joseph Graham was his assistant. 


John Graham was the issued a passport to travel through Creek Indian Nation in 1801 with his family. 
John was to settled on the Tom or the Don Bigby. 


Nothing has been proven on the early Graham men, their closeness does indicate a kinship, but what 
relation? Brother's, Cousin's? 


Laird Graham 
Born in Georgia 


Researcher for this family is Tom McRae of Charlotte, North Carolina 
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Laird Graham was born in Georgia in 1785, according to the 1850 Jackson Co. MS. 


Little is known about the early life of Laird Graham. The name of his wife is not known and she is not 
listed in his household when the 1850 census was taken.

Notes: In the 1820 Jackson County census, Laird Graham was living with another male of his age plus a 
female over 45 years of age. The male may have been a fourth Graham brother named John; William 


and Joseph were listed elsewhere in that census. 


The elder woman probably was Laird's mother; and his father had died before 1820. The dates for the 


children's births are derived from the Jackson County census' of 1830, 1840 and 1850.

John Wesley Graham, son of Laird Graham was born 1831 in MS. 


John W. married Nancy Gray, daughter of Burness Gray. Nancy was born 1834 in MS., and died after 


John Wesley died during the Civil War according to family history. He became ill while fighting in the 
Chattanooga area; he was discharged and attempted to make his way back to Jackson County. During 
that attempt, he died in Cherokee County, AL., and is buried near Cedar Bluff, AL. After the war, his 
widow moved with her family to the Union Church community in southern Mobile County.

Hugh Graham was born 13 February, 1836 in Hinds County, Mississippi and died 2 August, 1900 in Covington Co. MS. He a 
was the son of John Graham and wife Lucinda Norris. Hugh carried the name of Hugh for his grandfather Hugh Graham. 


Hugh was a veteran of the Civil War and applied for a CSA pension in 1910. The family Bible of the Rev. Hugh Graham list 
his birthdate as 1826. 


Hugh married 10 May, 1855 in Marion Co. to Mary Jane Broom, the daughter of John and Tabitha Courtney Broom. She was 
born 20 June, 1840 MS. and died 15 October, 1916 in Covington Co. MS. 


Hugh and Mary Jane had a large family. There were at least fifteen children born to this couple. All of their children were 
born in Mississippi.

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Graham Brothers 
James and Richard 


There were two brothers, James and Richard Graham, emigrated from 
Aregyleshire, in Scotland and came to Ireland, and fought there under William, 
Prince of Orange, in the celebrated battle of Boyne, in 1690, which 
permanently established the House of Orange upon the English throne, after 
which the brothers came to America and settled in Pennsylvania. 


James Graham 


James Graham, born 1714 County Down, Ireland and died October, 1763 in 
Chester, PA. 


James was married twice, the first wife's name is not known but there were six 
children born to the couple.

James married (2) to Mary Barber MCConnell. Five children were born from 
this marriage. 
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In 1766 Mary Graham, a widow moved with a cousin and settled in the vicinity 
of Charlotte, N. C. She had slender means and five small children 


Despite her limited circumstances, she managed to purchase a home and send 
her children to the best school in the county, Queens Museum. Her three sons 
were among the most prominent men of their time and her two daughters were 
heads of families known for their virtues and intelligence. 


Children of James and Mary Graham are:

in York County, South Carolina 
2. George Graham, born 1758 PA. 


3. Joseph Graham, born 1759 PA., became one of the most respected Army 
Generals of the Revolutionary War.

4, Sarah Graham, born 1761 PA., married Robert Allison, son of Senator John 
P. Allison of Cabarrus County, North Carolina. 


5. Ann Graham, born 1763 PA., married Thomas Barnett. He was a soldier in 
the Revolutionary War and served under her brother, General Joseph 
Graham. In the Battle of Cowan's Ford, he fired the shot which killed Colonel 


Hall of the British Army. 


George Graham 


Major General George Graham was a resident of Mecklenburg. He was a 
brother of General Joseph Graham, and performed a "soldier's service" in the 
Revolution. There was no duty too perilous, no service too dangerous that he 
was not ready to undertake for his country. 


He was born in Berks, Pennsylvania in 1758, and came, with his widowed 
mother and four others, to North Carolina when about six years old. He was 
educated at Charlotte, and was distinguished for his assiduity and noble 
temper. He was early devoted to the cause of his country. 


In 1775 he, with a few others, rode all night to Salisbury, seized the Tory 
lawyers, Dunn and Boothe, brought them to Mecklenburg, and from thence 
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they were carried to Camden and imprisoned. 


When Cornwallis lay at Charlotte (October, 1780), he was active in attacking 
his foraging parties, and annoying them so as to render their supplies 
hazardous and difficult. He was the leader of the attack at McIntire's, seven 
miles from Charlotte on the Beattie's Ford road, and actually, with twelve 
men, compelled the foraging party of four hundred English to retreat, they 
fearing, from the fatality of the fire, that an ambuscade was prepared for 

them. 


He was Major-General of militia of North Carolina; for a long time Clerk of 
the court of Mecklenburg county, and often a member of the Legislature. He 
died on the 29th of March, 1826. 


The General was married to Fannie Cathey

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William Graham 
Son of Richard Graham 


William Graham was born about 1743 in Ulster Province, Ireland. He was the son of Richard Graham, 
who was born about 1713 in Invernay, Scotland; his mother was N mney W. Graham, who was born about 


1721 in Ulster Province, Ireland. 


His family immigrated to Pennsylvania; then, on February 6, 1767, William Graham moved to North 
Carolina. 


He married 2 June, 1767 in Rowan Co. North Carolina to Margaret Graham. She was the daughter of 
James Graham. He and his wife settled on land near Hopewell Prebyterian Church in Mecklenburg 
County; tradition states that William was one of the founders and elders of that church. 


He was a farmer and accumulated much property in the form of slaves and land. He was deeply religious 
and never allowed his slaves to work from Saturday afternoon until Monday. Sunday meals had to be 


prepared in advance on Saturday. 


William Graham was one of twenty-seven leading citizens of the area who signed "The Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence" on May 20, 1775. The document asserted their independence from the 
Crown. His religion was so deeply rooted that it was primarily the fear of the coming of the Established 
Church that he took up arms against England. 


William Graham participated in the Battle of Kings Mountain under Colonel Dixon. He died 17 July, 
1818, and is buried beside his wife in the Hopewell Church Cemetary beneath ancient and stately oaks 
which cast their shade upon his burial place. The inscription on William Graham's gravestone reads as 


follows: 


"Sacred to the memory of William Graham Who departed this life July 17, 1818, Age 78 years. He 
was an affectionate husband and parent, An obliging neighbor and useful citizen. Life is at best a 
narrow bound That Heaven allows to men and pains and sins run Through the round of three score 


years and ten." 
William and Margaret had nine children.

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JOHN GOFF (GAUFF), SR., R.S. 


John Goff, Sr., Revolutionary Soldier of N.C., was born about or 
before 1730, but it is not mown where. In 1751 he made application 
for a land grant in North Carolina and secured tracts on Beaver Dam, 
Rockfish Creek, and Goffis Millcreek, all in Duplin County. He 

served in the North Carolina Militia under Colonel Richard Caswell 

and took part in the battle of Moore's Creek Bridge, Feb. 27, 1776, 

‘as attested by payments made to him for this service. The name of his 
first wife, the mother of his children, is not of record. In 1807 

he married a second. time to Elizabeth Hennessey, their marriage bond 

- being of record; no children by this marriage. 


The will of John Goff, Sr., in 1809, names his children as follows: 
Thomas, John, William, Civil James, and Arrabica Williams. A "deed 
of gift" in 1791 to five of his grandchildren, children of his son 

William, named James, Elizabeth, Lewis, Mary, and Ann, all of whom 

lived later in Jackson County, Mississippi.
